Bullock, Mrs. E. L. Clark, Miss M. B. Bugg, Mrs. I. E. Washington, Mrs. M. R. Cook, and 
Mr. P. H. Williams. 


Filled with noble ambitions our top cadets, Addessa Brown, Annie Lee Wynn, Lela 
Perry and Nancy Bridges, led us through a most profitable year. Marilyn Pridgeon be- 
came first place winner in our magazine contest, and many of us became affiliated with the 
band, glee club, string ensemble, basketball team and football team. At the end of the 
year all of us enjoyed a class picnic. Bettie Ridley had attained the highest average.
